The evidence in the Heath case yes- 


terday was listened to with great inter- 
est and attention, and especially was 
this true while the defendant was on 
the stand. 


The defendant made a very fair im- 


pression, as a witness, answering in a 
clear tone of voice, and stood the rat- 
tling lire of Mr. Johnson's sharp, per- 
sistent and iiiBcisive cross-examination, 
much of which was devoted to laying a 
foundation for future contradiction. 


II. C. MePike, a San Francisco attor- 


ney, was called to contradict the state- 
ments of Stilwell, that the latter did 
not limit up Heath to get the story al- 
leged to have been told by Jesse Mor- 
row about seeing McWhirter in an alter- 
cation with a young married man; and 
that on the contrary, Heath sought out 
the newspaper man. 


James H. liudd, after bashfully con- 


fessing that lie had once strayed so far 
from the paths of rectitude as to DC a 
member of congress, directly contra- 
dicted the testimony of Stuart Good- 
win, the Han Francisco theatrical man, 
as to what he said lie knew about 
Heath. 
The record of the divorce case be- 


tween Mrs. Cora rainier with her last, 
matrimonial venture, "McGinty" Bo- 
land was produced to show at the time 
claimed she brought her then hus- 
band into town, August 29, 181J2, they 
had been divorced a full month. 


Other evidence WBH introduced to 


substantiate the claim that Heath had 
been tin1 linn and consistent friend of 
McWhirter. 
The defense announced at the close of 


the day that they had but two or three 
more witnesses to present in the case, 
and that they would in all probability 
rest their case on Monday forenoon. 


THE MOUSING KKSBION. 


At tlic opening of the court Judge 


Shaw made this following explanatory 
statement with regard to a ruling made 
during a sharp plunge with Mr. John- 
son during the interrogation of Judge 
Harris, while a witness, on the stand: 


"In looking over the record 1 noticed 


that in making the ruling tho day be- 
fore yesterday'in regard to the exclusion 
of (ho i]iio3tion put to Mr. Harris, tho 
court iwoil laiiKiiugti which probably, I 
think necOHKurily, convoys a meaning 
not intended by the court. 


As the language was used it. would 


naturally convey the meaning that the 
court meant to irlnirge some motive to 
the attorneys or parties in the case. Tho 
thought in the mind of the court was as 
to the motives and purposes ot persons 
not 
connected with the case. 
Tho 


court therefore disclaims imputing any 
improper motive to the prosecution or 
pcl'iiun.'i connected with the prosecution. 
"I think it is proper for the court to 


say 
this, as the attorneys have no 


chance to demand any such explanation. 
If the remarks Hcemed at all rude it is 
not owing to any intention to be rude, 
but owing to tho natural impatience ol 
the court, in a trial of this knid, which 
is (sometimes severely taxed."

Stewart Goodwin, of San Francisco.

They were sep- 
rated. Heath then stated the several

August 28,1892, he came in from the 


Curtis ranch with Friek to bring a load 
fliay to Henry's stable and to employ 
iborers, and went to see Tue Lee, in 
Chinatown, to hire men; tho price was 
00 high, and lie went back to town to 
onsult with others on the situation, 
nd try and reduce the price, and talked 
vith Jionner, IJall and others, and was 
round the business part of the town. 
At no time of that day or night was 
ie in the vicinity of MeWhirter's resi- 
ence; nor did he then or at any time 
ngage in a conspiracy with Judge Har- 
is, Keel Terry or ony one to do 
IcWhirter harm. 
He saw Yue Lee's manager, Wong 
lin, at the Grand Central about 0 
'clock. He had already suiit Friek 
jack to the Curtis ranch with one 
,'agon, some men and a letter to Mr. 
Curtis. 
Went over to Chinatown about 


o'clock to see the Chinaman again; 
alked with him for some time and they 
Dokn drink in the saloon, and then 
valked over toward the depot.

Chairman Letcher and Mr. Church 
have engaged in acrimonious disruesion. 


] have no hesitancy in saying that 


Mr. Church's statements are in the 
main absolute perversions of the truth, 
and 1 am prepared to substantiate my 
allegations by a third parly, who was 
present when my interview with Mr. 
Church occurred. From Mr. Church's 
card 1 excerpt the following: 


"Ami now as to the statement of 


Welty: Probably a month ago two 
men called at this olHrc whom I did nut 
then know, one of whom I now pre- 
sume to have been Deputy Constable 
Welly, and said he had been in the 
Lodge saloon mi a Sunday and had 
bought four drinks of whisky and paid 
for them. I asked him to reduce the 
statement to writing, and offered to do 
it for him at the time, and asked him 
to sign it, which he declined to do, but 
said lie w,ould try to have some other 
person do it, and for this purpose won It 1 
call jigain. He did not cull again on 
me, but it scums thought better of it 
afterward, and did go before Criehton 
and make a sworn statement." 


The true 
incidents of that inter- 


view are vastly different 
from 
Mr. 


Church's account. As a matter of fact, 
1, accompanied by Chirk Wood, a police- 
man of this city, went lo Mr. Church's 
otlice and informed him that 1, in com- 
pany with two other persons, had 
secured admission to the Lodge saloon 
on Sunday, February JJfilh, and ob- 
tained and paid for drinks over the bar, 
tho barkeeper partaU:::^ of one of the 
drinks. 


I told Mr. Church what evidence I 


had to prove a violation of the ordi- 
nance, and he .-mid that some one would 
have to -make out a complaint. 1 then 
told Mr. Church that I was nota lawyer, 
but that if lie would draw tip the com- 
plaint in legal form I would eign it. Mr. 
Church then said that he would have a 
talk with ttie Hoard of Supervisors and 
attend to the matter later. 


Strange to say tho district attorney, 


after having thus been duly apprised of 
the infraction of the law, did not draw 
up any complaint for my signature un- 
til about one month later and after my 
Hmd!iviltntlH»fnrtsJinn»ifi Htsilnil won- 
published in a card from Supervisor 
Letcher. 


Mr. Church's statement that he did 


not, at the tinitt the information was 
given him, know Clark Wood or my- 
celf, in certainly a singular sulmiuaion 
when we stop to consider that 1, as u 
deputy constable, have had many Irans- 
iicltuna with him as the district attor- 
ney. 


U is also ridiculous to presume that 


Mr, Church did not know Chirk Wood, 
for Mr. Church in his dual oflieial capa- 
city, is also mayor of the city of Fresno, 
and Mr. Wood is a policeman in the 
employ of the city and has been person- 
ally acquainted with Mr. Church for the 
past two years. 


Mr. Church was also cognizant ol pre- 


vious attempts on the partof theotliccra 
lo punish saloon men who violated the 
ordinance. For instance shortly after 
tho law went into operation 1 arrested 
William Nahcy for keeping his bar room 
open contrary to the provision of the 
ordinance. Mr. Fa hey evinced a dispo- 
sition to resist arrest and roundly 
.bused me, but, however, lie appeared 
before Justice Austin, who discharged 
him on the ground that the ordinance 
was defective. 


Mr. Church is a member of the lic- 


ense committee of the board of supervi- 


•3 and the legal adviser of that body. 


If the ordinance was or is defective on 
his shoulders rests the blame. 


Mr. Church has never shown any in- 


clination to enforce the law, and even 
now IX J. Canty ia permitted to keep 
liis bar room nt the Grand Central hotel 
open constantly, under 
instructions 


from the district attorney. At any rale, 
Mr. Church baa so stated before the 
Hoard of Supervisors 
While Mi1. Canty 


is probably not dispensing liquors be- 
yond the prescribed hours, he certainly 
violates the ordinance by keeping open, 
na will ha understood by reference to 
section XI of the saloon ordinance, .one 
of the provisions of which is that saloon 
keepers shall keep the same closed and 
business suspended until 5 o'clock of tho 
succeeding morning, and no person or 
persons except the proprietor or propri- 
etors thereof and hit) or their employes 
shall be allowed to remain therein, or in 


ny compartment or annex thereof, dur- 


ing said time. 


I have no desire to 
attack 
Mr. 


Church's veracity, but he has made 
glaring misstatement^ in his card, as T 
am willing to make allidavit. 
If Mr. 


Church seeks to do his entire duty as 
district attorney, he has had abundant 
opportunity to prosecute parties who 
have violated the ordinance, and his 
statements with regard to the Lodge sa- 
loon complaint are positively contrary 
to tho facts. 


Constables and other officers who are 


compelled to arrest liquor dealers owe 
their places to the people, and when 
there is no proaenition of the offenders 
there is certninly no reason why tho 
officers should incur tho enmity of those 
people by nirthei arrests. Very respect-
